Kapldly DiMappearlnr In Europe — New 
>l»rk«-t For Our Farnu i s, 

WAsiiiNiiroN, Oct. 11.— in alotterju-t 
receiv. li fr.mi Colonel C. J. Murphy, 
one of the uKonts of the department of 
agriculture in Europe, he refers to the 
aiTivul at Brus,,uls of the first carload of 
Calii'oruiu wines ever shipped direct t > 
Belgium from this country. 

He also advices the department of ex- 
tensive purchases by a leading commer- 
cial house in Belsiimi, which maintains 
811 Btoarea in the principal centers of the 
coontryoC Tarions sorts of American 
com and other oereal products, such as 
hominy, c«re»Une, cracked wheat, oat- 
meal, etc. 

From another agent at Berlin the de 
partment has received a report on tho 
growing use of maixe in Europe for food 
both for man and beast. A thorough 
examination of the feed rations of ani- 
mals employed by 26 streetcar and om- 
nibus lines of the leading cities of Eu- 
rope shows that in every case maize is 
used to a considerable extent for horses, 
the rations oonsistiug of from one>fourth 
to two-flfths com. 

The popular Bnropcan prejudice 
against corn is rapidly disappearing, the 
use of maze in Germany alone having 
increased in tho last 10 years from about 
12,000,000 to :^f>,000,000 bushels, Mucu 
of this corn comes from America, but a 
great deal of it from Roumaida.

•IgMrs at Lower Prices Tluui 
to Onr Own PeopU 




The foMrnal of Commorco and Com- 
mercial Hiilletiti of New York is pub- 
li.sliiii}; a .series of articles on " Export 
and Uome Prices." Although this 
question has been agitated for several 
years, but few yet reali/.e the extent to 
which foreigners are favored by our pro- 
tected manufacturers. To tnoet people, 
says Hyron W. Holt, a writer on this sub- 
ject, it is incomprehensible that our 
manutecturen, enjojriog the benefits of 

onr protective tariff law.s, should think 
of selliu); cheaper to foreit^ners than to 
Americans. Yet there is no lack of evi- 
dence as to the enormity of this fraud 
perpetrated upon our hard-working, 
law-abiding people. Nobody engaged in 
tbe export trade will deny that many ar- 
ticles are sold cheaper to foreigners; 
and some exporters will tell you, con- 
tidentially, that nearly every manufac- 
tured article is sold cheaper for export. 
One bi^ exporter in New York, who has 
been many years in the business, offers 
to bet a good hat that a manufactured ar- 
ticlf c aiinnt lie named tliat is not sold at 
a lower price fur export than in the 
home market. 

The Journal of Commerce and Oom- 
mercial Bulletin pritU.s the liK'ures of an 
actual bill of sale of a typewriter sent to 
Mollendu, Peru. This machine was sold 
for J78.42, although the reporter who 
visited the typewriter headquarters, in 
New York, could not purchase a similar 
one for less than $102.60 although he was 
prejtared to pay cash. It is stated on 
good authority that the cost to manu- 
facture these typewriters is but $18 to 

f20. 

The reporter mentions another case 
" even more glaring than in the case of 

typewriters. He was told the following 
by a commission merchant on the west 
side : " My wife re(;ently purchased a 
sewing machine for fr)(). It was a good 
machine, and we did not complain of the 
price; but shortly after a friend of ours 
who lives in San Domingo came to visit 
us, and seeing my wife's machine con- 
cluded to get ow. like it. I went to tbe 
salesroom with him and was surprised 
to find that he could purchase a machine 
wimilar to niy wife's for $22.50. The sel- 
ler would not deliver the machine to us, 
but had it boxed, addressed and shipped 
on board the .stcaiiicr. This, I under- 
stood, was done to prevent Americans 
from coming to the store, baying ma- 
chines at the export discount, on the ex- 
planation that they were foreigners, and 
then keeping tbe machines for use in 
this country. 

The reporter atlils that: ".\t one time 
it W8S quite a common practii c to pur- 
chase machines, box them and take tliem 
tu the dock of a steamer about to sail for 
some foreign country, and then seu'l a 
<lray around to unload and carry tbe ma- 
chines back to the city just before sail- 
ing. In this way the export price could 
be obtained and the machines be used 
in this country. It is understood, how- 
ever, that at present inaniifacturt rH and 
sellers have made arrangements to effect- 
ually put a stop to this practice." 

Dozens of others articles arc mention- 
ed and the prices stated at which each is 
sold in onr own and in foreign markets. 
Saws, shovels, cultivators an<I nearly all 
kinds of tools and iuipleuients are sold at 
from 15 to 60 per cent, less to foreigners. 
Safes are exported at about half what 
they can be had for In our own markets. 
One sold here for iCiO can be had on 
board an outgoing foreign steamer at 
$11. A one-column article in the Jour^ 
nal of Ciiminerce and C!ommercial Bul- 
letin was devoted to the export prices of 
coal. Pennsylvania coal sold for export 
to the West Indies and Mexico for $1.<J0 
per ton is sold in New York at the 
monopoly price of $8. 

It makes one feel "m if it were a crime 
to be an American," as one of tbe vic- 
tims of this monstrous fraud expressed 
himself to the reporter. If even one- 
tenth of the 66,000,000 victims of nrotec- 
tion could have personal experience with 
the "special discounts for export" Mc- 
Kinley's hopes would not only vanish 
immediately, but a war on trusts would 
be begun that would soon annihilate the 
worst offenders in the pemidous busi- 
ness. The putting of agricultural imple- 
ments and machinery on the free list 
and the rednetionB of many duties in 
the new taritT bill will undoubtedly stop 
entirely, or gieatly lessen, tlie evils of 
the system ; but much remains to be 
done. All duties that foster mooopoUss 
must be entirely abolished.

Within a few days after the passage of 
the present tariff act the managers of the 

American Jute Manufacturing Coirti)any 
in Brooklyn notified its employees to 
look out for a reduction of wages. It 
pointed to the low wages paid in other 
countries and the fact that jute bagging 
had been placed on the free list .is a jus- 
tification for its propose(l reduction. 

Manager Norris, speakingof the change, 
said that SO i)ei' cent, of the workers in 
jiite were women, and that wages averaged 
$1 1 per week, but one of the most expert 
cdtdaLre men of tiie country said a siinrt 
time ago that the wag(^ average at these 
mills, including the salaries o1 the local 
superintendent antl foremen, were not 
over f(i..50 per week. 

Despite the claim of the company that 
it would take till November 1st to find 
ust where it stood, Anderson Uratx, the 
'ice-President* of the company, was 
quoted on September 1st, in the Cordage 
'Trade Journal, which is the organ of the 
bagging business, as saying, "VVe, (the 
American Jute Oon^mny) will take an 
order for 6,00^000 yards of bagging, 
deliverable in March next, at 6 per cent, 
under any legitimate prices obtahiable 
anywhere on earth. 

It was the same Jnte bagging company 
which was the head and front of the bag- 
ging trust, which, at one time, compelled 
the cotton planters of the South to pav 12 
and 14 cents per yard for what is retailed 
at 1\ cents in Louisiana to-day. 

At the same time that not ice was given 
to the employes to expect a cut in 
wages, < i)nsnmerH were notified to prepare 
for a raise in the price of bagging. 

This shows that the trust has not the 
excuse of reduced selling prices for 
lowering wages.
